King  to  Attend  Dedication  in 
Rebild  Park,  Denmark,  on  July  4. 

Plans  for  the  dedication  on  July  4 
of  a  Lincoln  memorial  cabin  mu- 
seum, recently  completed  in  Rebild 
National  Park,  Denmark,  were  out- 
lined before  her  departure  for  Co- 
penhagen on  the  Frederik  VIII 
yesterday  by  Mrs.  Hilda  Holmes 
of  Chicago,  secretary  of  the  park 
board. 

The  cabin  was  constructed  of 
white  pine  and  cedar  timbers  from 
the  forty-eight  States  on  a  knoll  in 
the  Jutland  heather  hills,  twelve 
miles  from  Aalborg,  site  of  the 
Danish-American  archives  and  li- 
brary. An  avenue  of  State  flags 
leads  from  the  cabin  down  to  a 
natural  amphitheatre,  where  the 
Independence  Day  ceremonies  will 
be  held. 

The.  park  itself  was  acquired  in 
1912  for  the  use  of  the  Danish  peo- 
ple with  funds  raised  by  Americans 
of  Danish  descent.  Taking  part  in 
the  dedication  will  be  King  Chris- 
tian X,  Priane  Minister  Stauning, 
United  States  Minister  Ruth  Bryan  1 


Owen,  Otto  Wadsted,  Danish  Min- 
ister to  the  United  States,  and 
Lauritz  Melchior  and  Frieda  Lei- 
der,  opera  stars. 

The  idea  of  founding  thj  300-acre 
moorland  park  was  conceived  by 
Dr.  Max  Henius,  Chicago  chemist.

Blokhusmuseet 

Blokhusmuseet  i  Rebild  Nationalpark  ogsa  kaldet  Lincoln  Log  Cabin  er  opkaldt  efter  USA's  president  AbrahamLincoln 
(1861-1865),  og  det  er  smukt  beliggende  ved  indgangen  til  Rebild  Nationalpark  med  en  betagende  udsigt  over  bakkerne 
og  4.  juli  festpladsen. 

Det  forste  blokhus  blev  opfort  i  1934.  Det  nedbraendte  i  1993,  men  aret  efter  blev  der  bygget  et  nyt  blokhus  som 
erstatning  for  det  gamle  i  staten  Washington.  Det  blev  bygget  af  tommer  fra  70-250  ar  gamle  cedertraeer.  Huset  blev  skilt 
ad  igen  og  fragtet  til  Rebild,  hvor  det  atter  blev  bygget  op,  denne  gang  pa  plateauet  pa  toppen  af  bakkerne. 

Blokhuset  er  ogsa  dansk  udvandrermuseum,  hvor  der  fortaelles  den  enestaende  historie  om  de  danskere,  der  udvandrede 
til  USA.  I  sidste  halvdel  af  det  19.  arhundrede  og  i  begyndelsen  af  det  20.  arhundrede  forlod  omkring  300.000  danskere 
deres  hjemland  for  at  prove  lykken  i  Amerika.  Fortaellinger,  tableauer  og  mange  enkelte  effekter  fortaeller  historien  om  de 
danskere,  som  i  stort  tal  udvandrede.  Beretninger  fra  havnen  i  Danmark,  skibsrejsen,  ankomsten  til  USA,  rejsen  gennem 
USA  og  det  harde  liv  med  start  af  en  hel  ny  tilvaerelse  i  det  nye  land  er  nogle  af  de  historier,  som  fortaelles  i 
Blokhusmuseet. 

Blokhuset  fortaeller  endvidere  historien  om  indianerne  og  det  "vilde  vest".  Historierne  om  hvorledes  "den  hvide  mand" 
kolonialiserede  det  amerikanske  kontinent  og  fortraengte  indianerne  fra  deres  bopladser  for  at  skabe  plads  til 
nybyggerbosaettelser. 

I  Blokhuset  vises  effekter  fra  forskellige  indianerkulturer,  samt  effekter,  der  viser  hvorledes  nybyggerlivet  var  i  datidens 
Amerika.  Se  en  miniatureudgave  af  en  tipi,  en  original  indianerdragt,  vaben,  en  praerievogn  og  andre  effekter  fra  den  tid, 
hvor  cowboys  og  indianere  kaempede  om  "det  nye  land".  Der  vises  endvidere  et  DVD  show  omkring  tidligere  Rebildfester, 
Rebild  Bakker  etc.

Lincoln  Log  Cabin 

Lincoln  Log  Cabin  Rebild  National  Park  also  known  as  the  Lincoln  Log  Cabin  is  named  after  U.S.  President  Abraham  Lincoln 
(1861-1865),  and  it  is  beautifully  situated  at  the  entrance  to  Rebild  National  Park  with  breathtaking  views  of  the  hills  and  4 
July  amusement  park. 

The  first  log  cabin  was  built  in  1934.  Burnt  down  in  1993  but  the  following  year  built  a  new  log  cabin  to  replace  the  old  in 
the  state  of  Washington.  It  was  built  of  timber  from  70-250  years  old  cedars.  The  house  was  dismantled  and  shipped  to 
Rebild  where  it  once  was  built  up,  this  time  on  the  plateau  at  the  top  of  the  hills. 

The  blockhouse  is  also  Danish  emigrant  museum,  which  tells  the  unique  story  of  the  Danes  who  emigrated  to  the  United 
States.  In  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  century  and  early  20th  century  300,000  Danes  left  their  homeland  to  seek  his  fortune  in 
America.  Stories,  tableaux  and  many  individual  effects  tells  the  story  of  the  Danes  who  emigrated  in  great  numbers. 
Reports  from  the  port  of  Denmark,  the  boat  journey,  arriving  in  the  U.S.,  the  journey  through  the  United  States  and  the 
hard  life  with  the  start  of  a  whole  new  life  in  a  new  country  are  some  of  the  stories  that  are  told  in  the  Lincoln  Log  Cabin. 

Blockhouse  also  tells  the  story  of  the  Indians  and  the  "wild  west".  The  stories  of  how  "the  white  man"  colonized  the 
Americas  and  displaced  Indians  from  their  homes  to  make  way  for  pioneer  settlements. 

The  Log  Cabin,  effects  from  different  Indian  cultures,  as  well  as  effects  that  shows  how  pioneer  life  was  in  America  at  the 
time.  See  a  miniature  version  of  a  tipi,  an  original  Indian  costume,  weapons,  a  covered  wagon  and  other  effects  from  the 
time  when  cowboys  and  Indians  fought  for  the  "new  country".  In  addition,  a  DVD  show  earlier  Rebild  Celebrations,  Rebild 
etc. 

Each  year  the  blockhouse  a  number  of  activity  days,  where  children  and  adults  can  try  different  things  from  America  at  the 
time.
